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Report  of  Committee 


In  presenting  our  56th  Annua  Report  and  Balance  Sheet,  we 
have  to  record  with  deep  regret,  the  death  of  Mr.  Harvey  Dixon  and 
Mr.  Loader  Cooper,  both  of  whom  over  a  considerable  period  have 
taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital.  Mr^JIarvey 
Dixon  had  been  very  closely  associated  with  the  Hospital  from  its 
earliest  days,  and  by  his  work  on  Committees,  as  Deputy  Chairman, 
and  in  other  spheres,  he  will  be  very  much  missed,  as  will  also  Mr. 
Loader  Cooper  as  Hon.  Solicitor,  who  was  always  ready  to  assist 
with  advice  on  matters  connected  with  the  Hospital. 

Owing  to  the  sale  of  Hollybank  House,  the  Hospital  Annexe  had 
to  be  closed  at  the  end  of  October,  we  are  hoping  however  to  secure 
other  accommodation  to  enable  the  work  to  be  continued  with  as 
little  interruption  as  possible. 

We  would  again  tender  our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Payne  for  having  so 
kindly  placed  the  accommodation  at  Hollybank  at  our  disposal. 

The  Shadow  Hospital  at  Catherington  is  still  partly  equipped, 
and  we  again  thank  the  Hon,  Mrs.  Long  for  the  facilities  given  to  us. 

No  extensive  repairs  or  renovations  have  been  undertaken  during 
the  year,  but  owing  to  the  generosity  of  the  Committee  of  the  West 
Sussex  Associated  Hospitals’  Fund  a  valuable  addition  has  been  made 
to  the  equipment  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Decontamination  Centre  continues  to  be  under  the  supervis¬ 
ion  of  Dr.  Hiscock,  who  still  kindly  acts  as  Officer  in  Charge. 

A  Legacy  of  £100  has  been  received  from  the  Estate  of  the  late 
Mr.  Harvey  Dixon,  and  this  has  been  invested  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Hospital. 

In-Patients.  The  number  of  In-Patients  during  the  year  was  329 
and  the  number  of  bed-days  5,141,  as  compared  with  413  and  5,681 
respectively  in  1942  and  the  average  cost  per  bed-day  was  12/11.4  as 
compared  with  10/9.7.  The  drop  in  the  number  of  In-Patients  and 
bed  days,  may  be  chiefly  accounted  for  by  the  closing  of  Hollybank, 
the  use  of  which  enabled  us  to  take  more  Patients  in  the  main 
Hospital. 

X-Ray.  The  number  of  X-Ray  cases  during  the  year  was  972  as 
compared  with  929  in  1942,  and  the  cost  per  case  was  11/0.5  as  com¬ 
pared  with  9/6.7. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Matron,  Nursing  Staff,  Domestic  Staff, 
V.A.D.  members.  Voluntary  helpers  and  to  all  who  have  in  any  way 
assisted  in  the  Hospital,  and  to  our  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  Hon.  Radiolo¬ 
gist,  Hon.  Masseuse,  Hon.  Auditor,  Hon.  Architect,  and  Secretary. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  donors  of  gifts  and  money7 to  our 
Lady  Collectors,  Organisers  of  Rose  Day  and  Pound  Day,  and  to  the 
Organisers  of  the  Collecting  Boxes  and  Silver  Paper  Fund. 

We  trust  that  with  God’s  blessing  and  guidance  our  work  may 
continue  to  progress  and  prosper  in  the  days  that  are  to  come.
